In an Office Action dated August 23, 2005, in the above-referenced case, the 
applicants' claims were subjected to a restriction requirement under 35 USC § 121.

REMARKS 

The applicants assert that restriction In the instant application is improper at 
least because the Office Action has not even alleged proper grounds to demonstrate 
that the claims divided into Groups I and II are distinct. In support of the restriction 
requirement it is alleged that MPEP §806.05(f) provides that the claims are distinct, 
since the device could be made by a different process, such as by a hypothetical 
process step.
